F proceeded Yeſterday Morning to Attack the Inſurgents on Pilot Hill, leaving only 
a ſufficient force here to ſome fick men, When 1 Avinced near 22 
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they firſt made a ſtand with about one hundred mes at Paradiſe, Negro Houſes, 
from which they were diſlodged, but ſtill kept up a fire on Captain Me. Ca. 
kil's Company (which I had ſent to ſcour on the right) and wounded two of my 
men, but not dangerous. On my advancing with the main body along the road, 
they fired a Cannon at us, which by the Ball, which we got, appenrs to be a 
Nine-Pounder, and mortally wounded one ot my Grenadiers io bid, taat he died 
before he could reach this piace., I then got my men under Cover of a Hill, when 
they fired a ſecond bali, but it fell a little ſhort of us. I then went ii Major 
Stewart to ſee their poſition, and force, from a Hill called Teleſcope boute, whea 
to our great Surpriſe, they manifeſtly, by the Sheds on Pilot Hall, had two Pie. 
ces of Cannon, and full two hundted men, and all the adjoing Heights covered 
with men, principally armed with Muſkets. In ſhort, they appeared, o $0: 
and ſo well prepared for us, that on my conſulting Colonel Me. Donald an 
other Gentlemen they agreed that I muſt loſe at leaſt; one, if not two thirds of, 
my men, before I could gain the Hill, and that my force was fo (mall, that ir 
would be impoſſible to keep poſſeſſion of it afterwards,;, They therefore, as, well 
as inyſeif, thought it mo e prudens and adviſable to return and keep; pofſef.on 
of this Hill, until I ſhvuld inform you of their ſtrength and poſition. I conſe. 
quently ſent the wounded men and Ammunition off immediately, and by r-mai- 
ning at Paradiſe Negro- Houſes, for about an hour or ſo with the Troopers, alter 
I had ſcat the whole Body away, I effected aſafe retreat for the Whale, and was 
very happy in being able to hring here my Grenagier,. who died about half an 
hour after he was ſhot, and the two wounded men of the Mititia,, who, I am 
1: happy to add, are both likely to do well, Their Names ate Mr. "Boyd of Sau- 
teur, and Mr, Powell of Durmfermlin. While I'remained/.wathvithe Troopers 
_,at Paradiſe Negro. Houſes, a Brig hove. in fight off La Bay, evidently inten ded 
Tor that port, as ſhe hoiſted a Signal for a Pilot, but was ſpoke by the Ship 
Flying-fiſt, and Schooner, Pegaſus, when ſhe went off to leeward with them, 
in conſequence, as I ſuppoſe, of not being able to weather Teleſcope Point, by 
which Þ am left, here without any proviſions or Bread, and there are {earce any 
plantains to be found. I alſo have no Communication whatever by Sea, and 
am forced to ſeno this by land to Gouyave. TI hope you will take all theſe things 
into your Confideration, and favor, me with your Orders as ſpeedily as poflible, 
particularly as the Surgeon Mr. Dryſdile has juſt reported to me, that .there are 
nine men very ill with fevers, two wounded men, and a confiderable Number 
with ſorc legs. By a woman, who has a huſband in the Enemy's Camp, ant 
„ens brooght in here laſt Night, E find that the day before Yeſterday, they ſept 
2 Reinforcement: ro La Bay from Belvidere Camp, and yeſterday, Morning carly 
another ſtill larger, ſo that they evidently muſt-have had Information of che in-

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His Excolleacy Sir Johp Vaughan haviog yitien to me, that he bad givey Orden 
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on the Artival''of the /Proops es pected from Barbados, to ſend n firoriy De, 
-  tachment to fuppreſs a dangerous  Infarretion exiſting in this Ifland, which we 
have not at preſent Force to act againſt, and having recommended to me tò ſend 
a Veſſel ro Windward to meet you with Information and Advice, I have ordered 
Mr: Chapman, who will have the honor to deliver this, to proceed immediately 
to Barbados, and make a full Communication of the ftate of our Affaits. From 
the fituarion of the Enemy, which he will explain, I am fully of Opinion that 
the only effetual way of Attacking them will be to approach the ſeveral Avenues 
to their Camp at the ſame time, Which will render it impracticable for them to 
take any new fituation in the Woods. For this purpoſe, I would propoſe that 
the force under your Command ſhould be debarked id three. Diviſions, one at 
* Grenvitie Bay, one at Chark-tre Town, and one at Saint Georges. Thefe lan- 
dings will in all probability be effected without difficulty, as the Enemy: keep 
in the Heights, and I have eſtabliſn-d Poſts at Charlotte Town and Grenville, 
to ſecure the landing places there, I hall exert. myſelf to have every thihg in 
_ © readmeſs for immediately marching the Detachments on their Debarkariof, as 
the ſucceſs will in great Meafure depend on the promptitude of our Movements. 


Lt any unlooked for Accident ſhould oblige me to deſert the Poſts of Grenville Bay 
and Charlotte Town, (the firſt commonly called La Bey, and the latter Gouyas
